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Grenada  Pastor  Speaks 
Mind'  On  NAACP 

Dr.  John  W.  Landrum,  pastor  of 
the  First  Church,  Grenada,  which 
is  in  an  adjoining  county  to  that 
where  the  death  of  a  Negro  boy  has 
caused  nation-wide  publicity  and 
much  unfavorable  comment  con¬ 
cerning  Mississippi,  takes  vigorous 
exception  to  the  statement  issued 
by  Ray  W inkins,  NAACP a 
•  tfrr^tWrTaT, 

"there  is  no  restraining  influence 
of  decency,  not  in  the  state  capital, 
-among  the-  daily  newspapers,  THE' 
CLERGY,  nor  any  segment  of  the 
so-called  better  citizens”  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

Dr.  Landrum  stated,  “the  vicious 
charges  by  the  executive  secretary 
of  NAACP,  an  organization  pur¬ 
ported  to  be  for  the  advancement 
of  an  entire  race,  show  to  what 
ends  the  warped  malignancy  of 
hatred  will  lead  a  person  who 
generalizes  on  one  tragic  situation 
and  saddles  venemous  vitupera¬ 
tions  on  more  than  2,000,000  peo- 
pl*~T,hp  c*,*zens  of  an  entire  state.

Claim  Is  Denied 

Most  churches  in  America  do 
not  seek  public  money,  but  a  dif¬ 
ferent  philosophy  that  attracts 
some  is  seen  in  the  experience  of 
the  War  Claims  Commission.  This 
^.is  established  by  Congress  in 
1948  to  care  for  war  damages  suf¬ 
fered  by  religious  organizations 


with  headquarters  in  this  country. 

A  claim  presented  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  by  the  Archbishop  of  Ma¬ 
nila  was  rejected  because 

(1)  the  Catholic  Church  in  the 
Philippines  was  not  respon¬ 
sive  to  (“affiliated  with") 
any  authority  in  this  coun- 
try. 

(2)  no  missionaries  had  been 
sent  from  any  religious  or¬ 
ganization  in  this  country  to 
serve  the  Catholic  Church  in 
the  Philippines,  and 

(3)  no  money  had  gone  from 
any  religious  organization  in 
this  country  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  in  the 
Philippines. 

To  reverse  this  decision  a  bill 
was  introduced  into  Congress  in 
1953  to  make  any  religious  organi¬ 
zation  in  the  Philippines  an  affili¬ 
ate  of  any  religious  organization 
of  the  same  denomination  in  the 
United  States.  This  bill  was  defeat¬ 
ed. 

Nevertheless,  as  late  as  March 
28,  1955,  the  Commission  had  to 
rule,  for  the  third  time,  against  this 
claim,  reduced  from  $30,000,000  to 
$6,000,000,  and  with  Bishop  Sheen 
"as  witness'  attempting  to  show  that 
his  organization  qualified  the 
claimant.  The  Commission’s  ad¬ 
verse  decision  was  unanimous.

Could  you  tell  me  and  others 
who  practice  the  annual  call  to 
what  extent  Southern  Baptist 
churches  pract.ce  it.  What  is

Answer:  I  knew  some  church¬ 
es  which  practiced  the  annual 
call  twenty-five  years  ago.  They 
•  nave  «R  -<RoeonHnued-  -w  today. 

My  judgment  is  that  the  trend 
is  definitely  away  from  this 
practice.  In  fact,  1  did  not 
know  that  anybody  believed  in 
this  today 

The  annual  call  has  two  great 
weaknesses.  First,  it  gives  nu 
security  to  the  pastor  He  can¬ 
not  buy  a  car  expecting  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  payments,  for 
he  might  not  be  recalled.  La¬ 
bor.  the  teaching  profession, 
and  every  other  group  of  so¬ 
ciety  is  trying  to  get  away  from 
insecurity  It  has  been  discov- 

better  workers  if  furnished  a 
reasonable  security. 

“Second  the  annual  call 
breeds  discontent.  Any  trouble 
maker  in  the  church  can  get 
the  vote  to  disturb  an  other¬ 
wise  fairly  good  relationship. 
Many  troubles  can  be  worked 
out  if  people  stay  together  — 
this  is  true  in  marriage,  as  well 
as  in  church.  But  if  a  time  is 
set  to  see  whether  the  rela¬ 
tionship  will  be  continued,  the 
stage  is  set  for  discontent  and 
misunderstanding. 

Baptists  have  a  great  prob¬ 
lem  in  the  prompt  and  effec¬ 
tive  location  of  their  pastors 
and  in  find  ng  pastors  lor  their 
churches  Wr  need  rnofe  stabi¬ 
lity.  not  less.  Long  pastorates 
are  generally  more  desirable. 

How  would  you  like  for  your 
son,  if  he  were  a  minister,  to 
have  his  job  reviewed  every 
year,  to  see  whether  or- not  he 
is  to  be  fired?  1  think  it  con¬ 
tradicts  both  the  leadership  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  M  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  Christian  love.
